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PHILOSOPHY FROM FLO 
JUHU HEINE HEHE 


One of the hallmarks of good mental health Is a positive attitude, If you belleve the comd4exion of 
decisions, actlons and reactions are In part determined by one’s basic personality, then you wlll agree that 
having a posItive attitude Is so much more desirable than belng negative. Positive attltudes go hand in 
glove with assertiveness while negativism 1s more apt to reflect passive-aggresslve behavior, Let me explain 
briefly! Assertive behavior Is sald to be a balance between aggresston and passlveness/non~assert lon. 
Balance Is malntalned by speaking and acting In a positive, direct and genuine manner. Assertiveness enables 
one to act In his own best Interest and to stand up for himself without anxlety. In other words, assertive 
behavior can take the form of actlons almed toward taking control of one°s future. 


Cont Inulng unrest In the nursing profession, due to the worsening economic sltuatlion/ORG’s leading to changes 
In the arena of nursing coupled with Indecistons and anxlety about entry levels Into the profession has 
created a sttuation In which the future of the profession Is very uncertain. Who knows what and where 
nursing will be In 10 years? In fact the scene changes so rapidly that even tomorrow Is uncertaln. How does 
thls relate to assertiveness and positive behavior? If one Is to remaln healthy, s/he must have control over 
the direction life Is taking rather than merely reacting to events that occur. An unhealthy situatlon can 
exist If one Is continually putting out "brushflres" In order to merely survive. In the last thirty years, 
with Increasing frequency as advancements In medicine and nursing occur, there have been groups of nurses who 
are buslly reacting to Impending "catastrophes", or putting out brushflres, A common expression Is "we must 
block what they are dolng to us", In all this time there has been very little, If any, positive planning for 
the future. As soon as the brushfire Is extinguished, then I+°s business as usual. | reluctantly admit 

have participated In thls passlve-aggresslve behavior. | am not proud of that fact. 


If our professton Is to attaln good mental and physical well belng then we must cease merely reacting and 
begin to proact. Taking charge of the direction of growth of the profession Is Imperative In order to have a 
profession that meets the needs of the consumer as well as the members of the profession, It Is necessary 4 
be positive, to plan the growth of the profession In a timely, orderly fashion and then go about calmly and 
efficiently Implementing those plans, We must be certain that we have a volce In those plans. Wo must be 
assertive, rather than passively letting others plan for us and then becomIng angry and aggressive because we 
don*t like what Is planned, Passlveness Informally glves someone else the right to speak and act for us. 
Permlsslon for others to act In our behalf Is automatically Implied when we do nothing to help ourselves. 


Once we take control of the growth of our professlon then there will be fewer occasions when anger will lead 
to aggression. Aggression Is ultimately less productive than assertiveness because of the element of 
negative feelings It produces In others, Assertiveness will get one so much farther with less effort than 
wlll aggressiveness because of the greater amount of posltiveness Inherent in assertive behavior. 


How should we go about assertively planning our future? Join the group/s who are making plans/dectslons and 
become very active. We must acqualnt ourselves on a personal level with the people and the processes that 
are Involved In making decislons and then actively Influence them. One vote and one voice does matter but It 
ls of greater significance that we approach the situation with a positive attitude Initially by realizing 
that we need to assess, to make plans, Implement those plans and then evaluate thelr effectiveness to Insure 
the promotion of health and well being of our profession.

4 CSR 200-4,020 Requirements for Licensure 


At the September 30 - October 3, 1985, meoting of the Missourl State Board of Nursing, the Board voted to 
delete the following: 


4 CSR 200-4,020, (8), (A), 3, le - Copy of visa. For an Intercountry applicant to be ellgible for a 
temporary permit, the applicant must hold a visa that permits employment. 


This means that the applicant no fonger needs a visa to apply for Iicensure. 


4 CSR 200-4,020, (8), (A), 4, C. = Temporary permit, A temporary permit may be Issued upon written request 
when all required documents have been presented, evaluated and the applicant has been found eligible to write 
the Ilcensing examination. The temporary permit will be Issued until the date of IIcensure or untIl 
notification that the applicant was unsuccessful on the examination. 


This means that the Board no longer Issues a temporary peralt to foreign nurses who have appiled to write the 
Ilcensure examination. They cannot work until! they receive the results from the examination Indicating that 
they were successful.

QUT OF STATE GRADUATES 
POLICY STATEMENT 


The Board recelved several letters regarding out of state graduates and what Is required In order that they 
may work untI! and after exam results are received. The Board reviewed these letters at the September 30 - 
October 3, 1985 meeting and made the following pollcy regarding out of state graduates. 


Out of state graduates who wrlte the exam for the first time In another state are covered under the NursIng 
Practice Act to practice as a graduate nurse untl! the results of the exam are recelved, Out of state 
graduates need to start the process for |I|icensure by endorsement prior to recelving results of the exam, 
When exam results are recolved, the Individual will have thirty (30) days to obtain a temporary work permit 
and apply for |Ilcensure by endorsement. If this is not done, the Individual is working without a valid 
permit or Ilcense and thls Is a violation of the Nursing Practice Act.

Final change In Rule voted on and approved at the September 30 - October 3, 1985, meeting of the Missourl 


State Board of Nursinge Rule change Is effective November 11, 1985. 


(1) Def tnittons: 

(A) Administration of Intravenous fluld treatment Is the therapeutic Infuslon and/or Injection of 
substances through the venous system. 

(B) Administration Is the comprehensive activity which Includes, but Is not limited to: Observing, 
Initiating, monitoring, discontinulng, malntalning, regulating, adjusting, documenting; and assessing, 
diagnosing, planning, Intervening and evaluation. 

(C) Intravenous Fluld Treatment Administration Is the responsiblity of the Registered Professional 
Nurse, as ordered by an Individual IIcensed In the state of Missourl to prescribe medications and treatments. 
The Registered Professional Nurse may delegate selected activities assoclated with the administration of 
Intravenous therapy. The Registered Nurse may delegate certaln of the activities to experlenced, quall fled, 
approprlately educated Licensed Practical Nurses In keeping with the Reglstered Nurse®s professtonal 
Judgement and standards that are established within the agency providing the Intravenous therapy service, 

(D) "Under the direction of a Registered Professional Nurse" means that Registered Professlonal Nurses 
may delegate Intravenous therapy functlons to Licensed Practical Nurses who have passed an approved course, 
The Reglstered Professional Nurse does not necessarily have to be on the premises In order for the Licensed 
Practical Nurse to perform the delegated functions. 

(2) Upon completion of a generic practical nursing program approved by the State Board of Nursing, an LPN 
may observe and monitor Intravenous fluid treatment, maintain the calculated flow rate of Intravenous 
Infustons, discontinue, report and document observations and procedures performed. 

(3) In additton to functions IdentIfled In (2), Licensed Practical Nurses who have satisfactorlly completed 
an approved course of Instruction may perform the following functions and duties relating to the 
administration of Intravenous fluid treatment under the direction of a Registered Professlonal Nurse. 

(A) Calculating the rate of intravenous fluld Infuslons. 

(B) Adding parenteral solutions to existing patent Intravenous IInes. 


(C) Changing Intravenous tublngs and dressings. 
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(D) Initiating Intravenous fluld treatment only peripherally and only with devices which do not exceed 
three (3) Inches In length. 

(E) Adding, to existing patent Intravenous lines, designated premixed medications, vila Intravenous 
plggy-back, elther by continous or Intermittent methods. 

(F) Matntaining the patency of Heparin Locks, 
(4) Licensed Practical Nurses MAY NOT perform the following functions or dutles related to the 
administration of Intravenous fluld treatments: 

(A) Initlating TPN fluids. 

(B) Initiating or adding anti-neoplastic agents. 

(C) Initiating or adding blood/blood components. 

(D) Administering drugs IV Push, (LIfe-threatenting circumstances may necessitate the administration of 
IV push medications by experlenced/quallfled Licensed Practical Nurses under the direction of a Registered 


Nurse or physiclan,) 


(5) Application Procedures for 1.V. Fluld Treatment Program 

(A) Purpose of Approval: To establish basic preparation for Licensed Practical Nurses to perform the 
administration of Intravenous fluld treatments within the scope authorized by the rules and regulatlons. 

(B) Types of Programs approved, 

|, Postgraduate programs offered by colleges and vocatlonal-technical schools. 

2. Programs offered by health care facilities which provide Intravenous therapy. 

(C) Procedure for Initial approval: 

1. An Institution desiring to obtaln approval for an Intravenous fluld treatment program shall submit a 
proposal to the State Board of Nursing. The proposal shal! be written by and bear the signature of a 
Registered Professional Nurse who Is currenly |Icensed to practice as a Reglstered Nurse In Missourl,. 

2. An Institution submitting a proposal for Initial approval shall Include In the proposal any 
information It deems pertinent, however, the proposal shall contain the following: 

A. Objectives of the program, Terminal objectives shall identify behaviors expected of the graduates at 


the completion of the program. 
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B. Qualifications of the faculty of the program, 

Cc. Curriculum, 

0, Maximum faculty-student ratio In the clinical component, 

—, Number of hours of classroom Instruction and number of hours of clinical practice under the 
superviston of a Registered Professional Nurse designated by the sponsoring agency. 

F, Description of the training facilities which wlll be used by the programs, The description shall be 
sufficlently detalled to establish that the training facllitles will meet the standards required of tralning 
facl|ltles under these rules and regulations. 

G. Mechanism through which the Institution wlll determine that LPN°s seeking admission to the program 
meet the admission requirements established by these rules and regulations, 

H. Methods of student evaluation which will be used, 

(D) An Institution which has prevlously obtalned approval shal! comply with any subsequent changes In 
this rule beginning with the first class which begins the course followlng the effective date of the rule 
change. The Insti tut lon shall submit a report to the State Board of Nursing Indicating the manner In which 
It wlll comply with the change In the rule, _After the State Board of Nursing reviews the report, If the 
board approves the manner In Sitehivihe Institution will comply, the board shall notify the Institution of Its 
approval. If, after review, the board determines that the manner In which the Institution will comply Is not 
adequate, the board shall notify the Institutlon of the Inadequacies., Followlng such notIflcatlon, 
re-approval of the program wll! be required before the Institution begins Its next class. 

(E) Program Changes Requiring Board Approval or Notification. 

1. All changes In Information required to be provided In the Inltital proposal require board approval. 
Requests for approval of such changes shall be submitted to the board In writing three (3) weeks prlor to the 
next regularly scheduled board meeting and shal! be approved by the board before Implementation, Changes In 
the faculty of the program do not require board approval. The program shall notify the board In writing of 
faculty changes. 

(6) Standards for Curriculum 

(A) The purpose of the Intravenous Fluld Treatment Program shall be to prepare Licensed Practical Nurses 

to perform IImited Intravenous fluid treatment. The program shall be designed to teach knowledge, skills, 


and competencies In administration of Intravenous therapy which wlll quallfy Licensed Practical Nurses to 
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perform thls procedure safely. 

(B) The course shal! consist of at least forty (40) classroom hours of Instruction and a minimum of 
elght (8) hours of clinical practice under the supervision of a Registered Professlonal Nurse designated by 
the sponsoring agency, Including a final written and practical examination. 

(C) Course Prerequisites - The Licensed Practical Nurse shall meet the following pre-requisites prior to 
enrolling In the course: 

|. Current Ilcensure as a Licensed Practical Nurse In the State of Missourl. 

2. Have taken a pre-test In pharmacology, anatomy, physlology and asepsis to be used as a diagnostic 
tool to determine level of knowledge. 

(D) Faculty Quallfications. 

|, Each faculty member shall be currently !Icensed to practice as a Registered Professtonal Nurse In 
the state of Missourl. 

2, Each faculty member shall have a minimum of three (3) years clinical experience Immediately prior 
to hls or her appolntment. 

3, Non-nurse lecturers shall have professional preparation and qualifications for the specific subject 
area In which they are Involved. 

(E) Tralning Facility. 

1. All classrooms shall contaln sufficient space, equipment and teaching alds to meet the course 
objectives. 

2. The facility In which clinical practice and the final practicum will be conducted shall allow 
students and Instructors access to the Intravenous therapy equipment and access to Intravenous thereapy 
reciplents and to the pertinent records for purpose of documentation, 

3, There shall be signed written agreement between the sponsoring agency and a cooperating health care 
facility which specifles the roles, responsIbIlIties and Ilabllitles of each party. This written agreement 
will not be required If the only health care facility to be used Is also the sponsoring agency. 

(F) Testing 

1. The student shall achleve a passing grade on a final exam which shall consist of written and 


clinical components. 
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2. The clinical exam shall Include evaluation of the achlevement of the clinical objectives of the 
course. 

3. The Instructor shall complete the final records and the record sheet shall Include competencies and 
scores. 

(G) Records 

1. The agency conducting the Intravenous course shal! malntaln the records of the Individuals and 
shall submit to the Missourl State Board of Nursing the names, addresses and IIcense numbers of all 
Individuals who have successfully completed the program. 

2. A copy of the final record shall be provided to the Licensed Practical Nurse, 

3. The agency conducting the Intravenous therapy course shall award a certificate documenting 
successful completion of the approved program by the Missourl! State Board of Nursing to the Licensed 
Practical Nurse, upon successful completion of the course, 

(7) Intravenous Fluld Treatment Administration Course Guidelines ~ An Intravenous fluid treatment 
administration course shall have the followlng components: 

(A) Revlew of the Missourl Nursing Practice Act and the pollcles and procedures of the clinical agency 
where practical experlence Is recelved, 

(B) Structure of the clrculatory system Including site and function of the velns used for venlpuncture, 

(C) Relationship between Intravenous fluld treatment administration and the body°s hemostatic and : 
regulatory functions, with attention to the clinical manifestitations of fluld and electrolyte Imbalance and 
cellular physlology. 

(D) Principles of Infection control In Intravenous fluld treatment administration. 

(E) Identification of varlous types of equipment used In Intravenous fluid treatment administration with 
content related to criterla for use of each and means of trouble-shooting for malfunctions, 

(F) Principles of compatibility and Incompatibility of drugs and solutlons. 

(G) Nursing management of special Intravenous fluld treatment administration procedures that are 
commonly used In the clinical setting, such as heparin lock, 

(H) Procedure for venlpuncture, Including psychological preparation, site selections, skin preparation, 


puncture, anchor, collection of equipment and documentat lon, 
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(1) Matntenance of Intravenous fiuld treatment administration system: discontinulng Intravenous fluid 
treatment administration, monitoring Infusion, changing containers and tubing, care of site, etc. 

(J) Nursing management of the patient recelving drug therapy, Including actions, Interactions, adverse 
reactions, methods of administration and assessment. 

(K) Signs and symptoms of local and systemic complications In the delivery of flulds and medications and 
the preventive and treatment measures for those comp|Icatlons.
